We have your letter of the 18th instant regarding 
the purchase of blankets for the Shubenacadie Residential School. 


Blankets are only supplied to Residential Schools 
when they first open. Replacements have to be made by the 
school management. We regret that at the present time we cannot 
make any exception to this rule. 


You will no doubt be aware of the circular letter 
sent to all residential school principals and Indian superintend- 
ents concerned, regarding equipment which the Department would 
and would not purchase for these schools, I would suggest that 
you check this particular item on the scale, 


As you are by now aware, the per capita grant at 
this school has been increased very considerably, effective 
1 January, 1948.

In the following paragraphs, we hope to paint a word 
picture of the present circumstances at the Residential 
School, and to recall the situation as it was when we 
left on December 15th, 1943. 


The situation at the present time is far from encou- 
raging. We have had the poorest year yet as far as the 
farm is concerned. We are obliged to buy potatoes, carrots 
and other vegetables except turnips and beeta. We have the 
least number of children in residence at any time since the 
school opened; fifty three boys and seventy-five girls, a 
total of one hundred and twenty-eight. With payment on a 
per capita basis, we should have a total of one hundred 
and fifty in order to meet expenses. The spirit of co- 
operation among the various members of the staff while 
improving is certainly not what it was in the yeara pre- 
ceeding 1944. The amount of supplies from mops and brooms 
to food and clothang is not what it used to be. At the 
moment, we have about eight hundred dollars in the current 
bank account, which will just about pay the salaries of 
the farmer, assistant farmer, carpenter, engineer and 
night fireman for November and December. The Sisters of 
Charity nor the Principal can possibly get any salary till 
after the first of the year. 
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In the meantime, things that are absolutely necessary 
must be bbought and these with already outstanding 
accounts cannot be met. It is going to be a lean 
Christmas. 


Now let us take a loe@k at the school situation on 
January 17th, 1944, one month after we left. The balance 
in the Royal Bank on January lst, 1944, was $3584.26, 
and $10,000.00 in Dom. Gov. Bonds. On January 17th, 1944, 
the per capita grant for the previous quarter was received 
amounting to $6,641.26, this mking a total cash credit of 
$20,225.86. There were few, if any, unpaid accoynte, and 
if there were, they were for small amounts. By “uly 6th, 
1946, this amount alo with the per capite allowance during 
that time was spent. n we came back on September lst, 
1948 we find about eleven hundred dollars in the bank, and 
outstanding accounts wererin'the vicinity of six thousand 
dollars.

Under normal circumstances and the co-operation which 
existed between the principal of the sdhool and members 
of the Department at Ottawa, prior to 1944, all of these 
items would have been taken as major repairs and replace- 
ments, and would have been paid for by the Department. 


The ten thousand dollars which we had saved was 
intended for certain definite expenditures when the war 
was over. We find now that on, 


Jan. 2/46, five thousand dollar bond was sold for 
$5198.83, 

Mar .23/46, one thousand dollar bond was sold for 
$1051.66, 

July 6/46, the remaining four thousand were sold for 
$4437.13. 


Within» seven months all the bonds were sold, to meet 
the expenses incurred. From there on, very little was 
spent for upkeep or repairs. There was a letter from the 
Department advising the sale of three thousand of the 
bonds, but by that time, all the bondm had been sold. 


No doubt much of this expenditure was incurred 
without the approval of the Department; but most of it 
would have been necessary within a year or so. The time 
limit or guarantee of the roofing on the school was for 
fifteen years, and that time had elapsed. Possibly 
three or four hundred dollars in repairs would have 
extended the life of it for a few years. The same would 
epply to the pumps, and boilers. Within the past month, 
the Department has supplied the school with a potato 
peeler but the bread slicing machine was something even 
more useful. 
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In the matter of salaries, the farmer and carpenter- 
engineer have had their salaries increased from #90.00 
to $120.00 per month; the assistant farmer from ¥80.00 
to 9100.00 per month. The Sisters of Charity are getting 
the same salary of #25.00 per month which they received 
back in 1930. When we think thet young women from 
displaced persons camps in Germany, when they come to 
this country and work as domestics, are given at least 
$35.00 a month together with decent living quarters, the 
matter of the s&laries paid to the Sisters does not seem 
fair. We do not mean to infer for one moment that this is 
directly the fault of the Department, but they way things 
are now we cannot bring their salaries up to what they 
should be. ‘The salry of the principal is 126.00 per 
month. 


What we would like to know is, is there any way in 
which thesd part&cular expendétures could be reconsidered 
and the school reimoursed for the moneys spent on major 
repairs and major replacements. Under present circums- 
tances, we do not see how we can possiodly go one

On Friday, August 19th, this section of the liaritimes 
was swept by drivine rain accompanied by winds of gale 
force from the north and north-west. The whole northern 
end of the Indian Residentiel School not only leaked 
through the window casings but also through the min wall 
and sallions of water ran down inside on the first and 
second floors. In view of the unsatisfactory result 
obtained from water proofing which was completed iast Fall, 
it is considered unadivisable to proceed with the interior 
decorating which was authorized in your ietter of August 
6, 1949. 


It is strongly recommended thet immediate steps be 
taken to contact the Firm of Creighan and Archibald, 
Montreal, Pe. W. with the request that steps be taken at 
the earliest possible date to heve the situation at the 
Residentisl School completed to the satisfaction of the 
parties concerned. 
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For your information, this Company is doing another 
water proofing jpb in the villege of Shubeneacedie, namely, 
the Jovernment Post Yffice. An attempt has been made 
to contact the foreman, with negative results. However, 


we will endeavour to contact this man and have him go 
over the Residential School in order that he may obtain 
first hand knowledge of where the leaks originate.

A draft letter for your 
signature, if satisfactory, is attached asking Mr. Menzies to

It is understood from the letter sent by Superintendent 
Rice that the enclosed report on examination of the water by 
the Department of Public Health for the Province of Nova Scotia, 
is the most unfavourable of several such examinations that have 
been made. In order that a decision may be reached regarding the 
safety of the water, we would like to receive reports covering 
other samples taken recently, or, if a series of samples have not 
been taken it is sug°ested that this be done.

With reference to the report dated September 
19, 1949, on the sanitary survey of the above water 
supply made by the Public Health Engineering Division 
and referred to this Division from your office, it is 
noted that 9 chlorinator installation is suggested. 
Also suggested is the use of copper sulphate twice a 
year to free the lake from algae. 


The estimated cost of supplying and installing 
a suitable hypochlorinator for this system is $500.00. 
If the chlorinator mentioned in the last paragraph of 
our memorandum of September 15th is available and 
suitable for this purpose, the cost will, of course, 
be considerebly less. The cost of repairing and 
replacement of parts for the hypochlorinator salvaged 
for the Tobique water supply system was approximately 
$155.00 including freight, which may be considered as 
an estimate of cost for repair of a similer salvaged 
hypochlorinator for the Shubenecadie installation. 
With an allowance for installation the tote] estimated 
cost, using a salvaged unit if available and suitable, 
would be approximately $230.00. 


Further action on this matter will be taken 
on your advice.

Our memorandum dated the 8th of September last, 
informed you that this Division was contacting Messrs 
Creaghan and Archibald, the contractors who had previously 
carried out waterproofing measures at the above school, re- 
garding the report to Indian Affairs that moisture was still 
penetrating exterior walls during violent rainstorms. 


As the result of a telephone discussion concerning 
the firm's responsibility under the terms of their contract 
whereby their work is guaranteed for five years, Messrs 
Creaghan and Archibald instructed their Halifax representa- 
tive to repair any loosened material and to apply a complete 
coat of waterproofing over the whole school. 


Writing under date of the 26th of October last, Mr. 
Archibald advised as follows: 


"Last report we had from our Mr. Piecken 
was to the effect that the repairs were 
completed but he was unable at that time 
to get Father McKay and Mr. Rice together 
to find out what they thought about things 
as Father McKay at that time was away. He 
will, however, contact them further and see 
them in this connection." 


Mr. Archibald indicated in his letter that he ex- 
pected a report from Halifax on the effect of the remedial 
work carried out; but to date no further report has been re- 
ceived.

In compliance with your request that I would assist 
with the installation of this Chlorinator, I along with 
Mr Parker of the Residential School Staff started to mke 
the installation on February 15th, 1950, We finished 
setting up this unit on the 16th of February and began to 
take tests on the 17th, 


The first test taken showed a very high reading, in 
fact higher than 0.8 As the settings for feed of golution 
and speed were as suggested in the letter received from 
the chief of the engineering and construction division we 
decided to set the eccentric feed back to the first point 
on the scale, We continued to take tests at about two 
hour intervals all during the 17th but never again were 
@ble to get any reading at all. As the pumps were working 
practically continuously we thought that due to the fact 
s0 much water was being used in the buildings we were not 
getting any test for that reason. After the first jar of 
solution was used up we again made up a solution using 8 
ozs HTH per 15 gallons, We again set the eccentric feed 
at 3.0 on the scale division. Even with this increased 
dosage we were unable to get any chlorine residual test 
with the test kit. Tests which I assisted in were made 
on February 17th, 20th,25th and March 7th. Since then I 
have learned from Mr Parker that if the water sample is 
left for a period of 24 hours the sample will show on the 
tester ang.is within the required residual of from 0.1 to 
0.2 soma f for our own information it would be appreciated 
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if the engineering and construction division could give 
us some further information that would give us an idea 
how we may arrive at a test by allowing the water sample 
to set for ten minutes as suggested in their letter. 


Under operating conditions at the school where the daily 
water consumption while I was there exceeded twenty thousand 
gallons per day a jar of solution just lasts from two to 
two and a half days. 


I might say that the Chlor-O-Feeder appeared to be 
operating very satisfactory.

On September 19, 1949, a report submitted by Mr. G. He. Fdgecombe 
recommended chlorination of the water supply used by the Indian Residene 
tial School at Shubenacadie, N.S. Following receipt of this report, the 
Department of Resources and Development installed a hypochlorinator and 
initiated treatment of the supply. 

Under date March 25rd, 1960, Mre Re A. Gibson, Director, Departe 
ment of Kesources and Development, requested Mr. J. Re Menzies to have an 
engineer from this office examine the installation and establish a solu- 
tion dosa;e which will give a satisfactory chlorine residual. 

On April Srd, Sth & 17th, visits to the Indian Residential school 
were made. Following is data concerning the treatment and pumping equip= 


ment and details of adjustments made in operation of chlorinator.

Dear Mr. Boyd:- 


I was pleased to learn that through your 
effort there is a likelihood of an institution for Indians 
veing established here, and regret that I did not at the 
time know of your visit. 

I do not wish to butt in anywhere, but I 
presume that the first thing in your mind is a suitable 
location, at a reasonable price, for the popularity of the 
movement will depend much on the location. 

T need not say to you that Shubenacadie 
village situate on the C. N. Ry. and on the main highway 
from Halifax to Truro, exactly in the centre of the Province, 
the best farming community in the Province, with excellent 
connection by Rail, Main highway, Stages, Telegraph and 
Telephone with all parts must be a desirable location ,gnd 
the Indian Reserve of some 1800 acres is only five miles 
distant. 

As a lifelong resident of the place, and 
for many years past Appraiser for the Canada Permanent 
Corporation I have perhaps a better knowledge of the farms 
here, and their values than others could have, AND I have 
no axe to gring. 

I do know however if you can secure @ 
suitable location and build this institution near our Town, 
and close to Ry Depot, Post Office, Tel and Tel offices 
Churches etc that it would mean much to the appearance and 
popularity of the Institution, and to the future of this 
Town.

supply for an institution and sewerage easily available, 32 
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acres of the renowned Shubenacadie River marsh, the most 
prolific and easily cultivated of farm lands and yielding 
a continual annual crop of hay without cultivation, small 
orcrard, @ splendid flat for an institutional athletic 
grounds, a large parn capable of housing 50 head of cattle 
and storing 150 tons of hay and located where in my 
judgement it would not interfere with your other buildings.

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On Tuesday, the 19th instant, we arrived at 
Shubenacadie, N. 8., to examine properties there for the 
proposed Indian residential school. J. L. Ilsley, LL.B., 
of Kentville, M. P. for Hants-Kings, met us there and 
assisted until a final selection was made. At the outset, 
we had a preliminary look at the various sites that had 
been brought to your attention by letter, and, without 
much hesitation, we soon confined our interest to the 
Btter and Gay farms, which were carefully examined. 
Certain local persons with some influence were desirous 
that the Dewis property be included in the final examin- 
ation, but Mr. Ilsley and ourselves could not agree that 
it was suitable enough to be worthy of comparison with 
the other two. 


It was considered advisable to proceed to 
Halifax for the 20th and 2lst, for the purpose of meeting 
the church authorities and to look into building materials 
and sources of supply. The final selection of a site was 
postponed until Friday, the 22nd. On that date the Etter 
and Gay farms were examined with considerable care. While 
the first mamed property appeared to possess more possib- 
ilities as a productive farm - a much wider choice of 
acreage being available for purchase - from every other 
angle the Gay property was more suitable. 


The Gay property is situate one-half mile from 
the station at ubenacadie - immediately on the outskirts 
of the village. The site is reached by a good road leading 
directly from the village - a distinct advantage over the 
other properties,in that it is not necessary to cross the - 
railroad when travelling to and from Shubenacadie. When it /

farm consists of approximately 65“acres of cultiv

properties surrounding it appear to be clean and well cultiv- 

ated. We consider this Gay farm, which consists of 130 

acres, more or less, large enough for the needs of the ~~ (¢7a 
bo proposed institution for some time to come. The land appears ‘ 


¢o- to be clean and productive and is in one block. It should 


firth be mentioned that a fresh water take, suitable for bathing, 
Ux boating and fishing, just touches the northern boundary of 
the Gay farm. 


On this property is an ideal building site. It 
commands a view of the countryside in all directions and the 
building will be seen from the railroad and from all of the 
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five roads running in and out of Shubenacadie. The site 
selected also provides ample opportunity for excellent 
drainage and water supply, the Shubenacadie river being less 


than 100 yards from the spot for the building. Electric 
current and telephone connection are available. 


We wish to point out that it was impossible to 
locate a building site on the Etter property which was at 
all close to the railroad or main highway, and the drainage 
facilities were not at all comparable with those of the Gay 
property. This also applies with more force to the Dewis 
property, but, in addition, the Dewis property's only 
possible site for the building was immediately over disfig- 
uring gravel pits and generally rough ground. It was 
represented to us that a siding which was close to the Dewis 
property would be a big advantage. However, this feature 
was not worthy of serious thought as 911 materials would have 
to be unloaded from the cars into a vehicle and hauled up a 
difficult grade to the building. The Gay property, without 
railroad to cross and only a few hundred yards farther from 
& railroad station, had the distinct advantage of being near 
a post office and business community. We were warned by 
certain interested parties that the road leading to the Gay 
property, which happens to be the main road to Maitland, was 
flooded at certain seasons of the year. We made several 
enquiries from independent sources in this connection and we 
learned that the road was flooded for an hour or two a day 
in the spring of certain years only, but that it was not 
impassable even when flooded. 


Mr. S. J. Etter wanted $13,500 for his farm, which 
consists of 270 acres. A lot of the value of this property 
is tied up in the buildings, the most important of which 
would have to be removed in the event of an Indian residen- 
tial school being erected there. Mr. George Gay, in his 
written offer to Mr. Indian Agent Lawlor, asked $9,000 for 


his 130 acres, but we were able to secure from him an option 
on the property at $7,000, provided he be allowed to harvest 
this year's crop. He promised to do the fall ploughing and 
otherwise prepare the fields for next year's farming 
operations. 


We wish to recommend that the farm of George Gay 
be surveyed at an early date, with a view to determining 
not only the exact size of the property but also the best 
building site. If everything is found as has been repres- 
ented to us and the title is satisfactory, we believe it 
advisable to arrange the purchase. In our opinion it is 
easily the best property near Shubenacadie for an Indian 
residential school. When title is being searched, it should 
be ascertained what privileges the owners have in connection 
with the lake that touches the property and if there is a 
right of way around its southern extremity, 


Some time ago, approximately one-eighth of an acre 
of this farm was sold for the site of a residence. Three 
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or four years ago, the purchaser, Mr. Allan S. Etter, 

erected a residence, which would make a very suitable home 
for the farm instructor and other male members of the 

staff of the proposed school. This residence and lot, which 
is situate on the entrance road to the property, can be 
purchased for $4,000, which sum is less than would be 
required to erect a suitable farmer's residence. We strongly 
recommend that this property, also, be purchased.

I am forwarding you by today's mail three 
blue line prints of Plan of Survey of the property situate 
at Shubenacadie, N. S. owned by George Gay which has been 
purchased,or is under consideration of Purchase by the 

artment of Indian Affairs. ’ 


I also forward with the before mentioned 
printa a description of the property according to the 
boundaries existing and now generally recognized as estab- 
lished, as the same have been located by my recent survey. 


The several, but in general unimportant, 
differences between the boundaries of the property as found 
or established on the ground, and as described in former 
conveyances have been gone into fully in the Report which 
accompanies the Plan and new description. 


I very much regret the delay that has 
occurred in the completion of this survey and plan, but an 
unprecedentedly wet late summer and fall and the necessity 
for giving partial attention to other unfinished work that 
was also, and for the same reason, long overdue, added to the 
altogether disproportionate amount of time which was taken 
up in attempting to adjust the small but annoying differences 
between adjoining owners, and to finally establish boundaries 
that would not only be accepted by those owners, but could 
if necessary be defended and maintained in the event of

any action being brougitat any future time before the Courts, and 
has resulted in the work only being now finally completed. 


This matter of difficulties and adjustments has 
been gone into fully in the Report referred to, and I wili 
here refer only briefly to the small area which the line B-C 
on the Plan cuts off from Mr. Gay's fenced but uncultivated 
clearing. 


: My reasoms for finally establishing that linein 
the position in which I have placed it are given in detail 

in the report referred to, and I will only speak of it here 
in so far as to say that I am satisfied that it has been 
placed where any Court, having before it full evidence such 
as is contained in the old Deeds and local information, would 
uphold it as placed. 


The small area (844 feet in length by 32 feet wide 
at one end and 21.8 feet at the other) which the present 
description does not include can probably be held by Mr. Gay 
by his own possession and that of his predecessors in title, 
but as that is a matter of some uncertainty and as the area 
and importance of the land involved are both practically 
negligable I would suggest that if it is thought desirable 
to include that lot in the conveyance, it should go in under 
@ separate Quit Claim Deed as Mr. Gay is hardly in a position 
to safely include it in the Warranty. 


The field notes, bill, and diary, will go forward 
in the course of a few days. 


The large scale plan covering the buildings and 
surrounding area for a sufficient distance to contain information 


as to contours, location of roads, river, buildings now on 


the ground, etc. required by the Architect has already gone 
forward. 


Should anything further be required I will be 
Glad to furnish it.

Report in Connection with Survey of 
Lands situate at Shubenacadie, Hants Count 
Nova Scotia and owned by George Cay . 
Dear Sir:- 


In connection with my recent survey of 
above referred to property I beg to submit the following. 


Upon receipt of instructions from your 
Department to proceed with the survey of the above mentioned 
Farm property I, as instructéd, saw Mr. D. B. Lawlor, 
Resident Indian Agent at Shubenacadie and had him procure for 
me the description of the property as the same appears in the 
Deed from Ezekiel Pineo to George Gay which is dated July, 
18, 1918. 


As upon looking over the front or 
cultivated portion of the lands I found it to be for the most 
part fenced and occupied, and as I was informed that the 
boundaries were well established and marked, I did not at 
that time consider it necessary to procure from the Registry 
of Deeds at Windsor the older conveyances in order to check 
the various descriptions through which the title passes from 
the original Grantee, Hamilton, to the present owner. 


I have a fair general knowledge of the 
titles and what may be spoken of as the "state" of property 
boundaries in that locality, and I already kmew that the lands 
in question are a portion of a grant of 1900 acres granted by 
the Crown to Colonel Frederick Hamilton and James and Gustavus 
Ducaret June 8, 1763, Book 4 page 202 Crown Lands Office Records, 
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a considerable porticn of which was purchased by one Snide, an 
wy settler in the District and an ancestor of the man of the 
name who owns the Farm adjoining and north east of the Gay 

i.rm. Snide later set off by Deed or Will to certain of his 

Heirs the two portions of the original purchase, one of which is 

now owned by Gay and the other, adjoining Gay, by Allison 

McDonald. 


That the description contained in Gay's Deed has 
been copied from a much older, probably the first, conveyance 
may be inferred from the reference to the Mill, Sluice, and roads. 


The Mill has not been in existence within the memory 
of anyone now living but is said to have stood at approximately 
the point where the small Bridge is shown on the plan. This 
Brook was formerly known as “Saw Mill Brook" and some old timbers 
are still to be seen at low tide partially buried in the mud which 
appear to have been part of a building. The position of the 
Sluice is, of course, not known. 


I have taken as the place of beginning the point at which 
ordinary high tide is intersected by a line which is approximately 
at right angles to the shore and Old Road at the point of termin- 
ation of the fence on the eastern margin of the present Public 
Road leading from Shubenacadie to Maitland. The distance from the 
point of beginring as I have so fixed it to the center of the 
eastern or down stream rail of the small Bridge is 390 feet; that 
called for in the description from the Sluice to the same point 
is 419.8'or 6.36 chains. 


I think the difference in distance may be disregarded 
as the starting point is reasonably well fixed by the junction of 
the Old and the Present roads and may be regarded as correctly 
located. 


From the place of begin:ing the description calls for 
a course following the margin of the Indian Road 31.50 chains, to 
the Maitland Road and on that road an additional 7.00 chains to the 
point at which the line running to the rear of the lot is supposed 
to commence, or a total of 2541 feet; my measurement for the same 
distance is 2501 feet, but the difference may be and probably is 
due in part to my point of commencement being at ordinary high tide 
mark instead of at low tide, which would account for a part of it, 
and in part to the uncertainty as to the line upon which the first 
measurement was made as the "margin of the road." The road has 
been widened and to some extent straightened within recent years, 
and the River Bank has also altered more or less. 


I found the distance from the center of the Indian 
Road to the point where the fence between Gay and McDonald intersects 
the Maitland road to be only 451.7 feet or 6.84 chains from the 
center, as against the 7.00 chains called for, from the north 
@astern margin of the Indian road. 
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= It was not until this point had been reached that I 
arned that this line was claimed by McDonald, the abutting owner, 
vo be wrongly placed and upon his property. 


Mr. MeDonald informed me that his Deed was not in his 
possession, but arranged that I was able to get it, pending which 
I continued the survey eround the River and north east sides and 
across the Base. 


The lines on the north east side are marked by fences 
or posts, that between the Wallace Gay and A. Grant lot and George 
Gay by the latter, the remains of an old fence, that between Gay 
and the Snide property by a post and wire fence which as will be 
apparent from the Plan, is in reasonably close agreement with the 
description contained in the Deed, and which while not perfectly 
straight throughout its entire length is so nearly so as to justify 
my having given only two bearings on it, one from the margin of 
the marsh to the Maitland road and a slightly different one from 
the road to the rear line. 


On the rear line, which is supposed to and should 
coincide with the Base, or north west line of the Hamilton Grant, 
I again met with difficulty. 


The line here was neither well marked nor otherwise 
satisfactory and was approximately ten degrees off the bearing. 


The rear, or base, line of the Hamilton Grant, of 
which this line is a short section is described as 208.00 chains 
in length and is abutted on its outer or north western side by 
numerous smaller lots granted at a great many different periods. 
The Hamilton Grant has been split up into a number of lots such 
as those with which we are concerned, the widths of which on the 
base line are in general about ten chains. 


As a natural consequence of these conditions the 
original Hamilton line has probably been lost for many years and 
the line now on the ground is the natural result of many dis- 
connected surveys at various times of short sections each covering 
only the distance upon which some one property was bounded by 
that line, and as a result the Hamilton base at the present time 
appears to be instead of the straight line called for, a series 
of short lines, differing in bearing from one to three or four 
degrees. 


For this and the further reason that this line, despite 
its irregularities, is for the most part recognized, fenced, oc- 
cupied to, and in many places cultivated to, and neither the 
original corners of the grant nor any other one point upon it can 
be taken as more positively than another fixing the original 
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Qs: I did not locate the corners and calculate a bearing that 
ld describe a straight line between these corners, as I would 
have done had the circumstances been a little different. 


I was informed that that portion of the Gay farm situate 
on the northwest side of the Road, was surveyed in or about 1897 
by my Father, the late James McKenzie, and on looking up his Field 
Notes which are in my possession I found that he had started on the 
road at a point corresponding to that shown and marked "B" on my 
Plan and ran back the distance that I have taken, Viz: 3485 feet, 
and that he also ran the Base line from the last named point north 
eastwardly to a point at which he crosses the fence on the rear 
line of the Snide Property which was then and is now on the margin 
of the former clearing supposed to be on or up to the Base line. 


I would say here that I am inclined to attach considerable 
importance to my Father's location of the lines in question, as 
apart from the fact that he was extremely careful in such matters he 
was then a man of upwards of seventy-five years of age, and had a 
lifetimes’ intimate acquaintance and familiarily with the titles and 
lot boundaries in that district. 


According to my information the line set up by my Father 
was undisputed until about 1911 or 1912 at which time the Farm 
now owned by Mr. Gay was owned by one Cox who employed a surveyor 
named Archibald to resurvey the property. 


The fence at the road shown on my Plan opposite and near 
the point "B", and marked "Fence S.50° 27' #, 844 ft." is said to be 
on the line set up Mr. Archibald, and the dotted line in rough 
prolongation of the fence (on which I found some line marks or 
Blazes corresponding in age to about the date of the Archibald survey) 
terminates at a Birch tree marked apparently for a corner and shown 
on the Plan near the point"C". This Birch tree, I am informed by 
Mr. McDonald, was the corner established by Mr. Archibald, who at 
the same time continued his survey across the rear and near the 
point "D" on the Plan,set a squared wooden post to mark the corner 
on the Snide lot. That post is still standing. See Plan. 


The bearing of this lastmentioned line is now N.38925's, 
and were it not for the corners having been established I would 
incline to the opinion that it was a trial line. 


The base line of the Hamilton lot was originally 
N.38° &. and I would expect to find, and do find on the more reliable 


lines in that grant, nine degrees variation, which would make the 
bearing of that base line at this date ,N.4793. , or differing by 
approximately nine degrees from the bearing taken by Mr. Archibald. 


There is of course the possibility that the matter of the 
magnetic change was overlooked and the line set up on the original 
bearing. 
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The wire fence shown on the plan near the Point "C" 
was erected by Guy McKay whose land abutts on the Hamilton Grant 
as shown and it is said to have been put up by Mr. McKay on the 
supposition that the line as set up by Mr. Archibald had been 
properly located. 


The fence on the rear of the Snide lands, shown running 
north eastwardly from the point "D",has also been supposed to be 
on the line but is in general irregular and appears from the 
evidence of the old clearing on the Snide Property to have been 
"swung" in near the Gay lot to meet the Archibald corner. The 
intermediate piece on the rear of the Gay property is unfenced. 


I am also informed that immediately the Archibald line 
from "B" to "C" had been set up the, at that time, owner of the 
Gay Farm, Cox, cut the wood on the strip between that and the 
older line. 


This appears to be, to at least some extent, true, but 
I succeeded finding a number of line marks corresponding in age 
to the date of the McKenzie survey, Viz: 1897 (See noted on Plan) 
and after obtaining Mr. McDonald's Deed I had him point out as 
closely as he was able to do, the position of the McKenzie corner, 
some 30 feet at least north eastward of the corner I have set up, 
which last is some 25 feet north eastwardly of the Birch known 
as Mr. Archibald's corner. 


After I had made a "needle" survey of practically the 
entire length of the Hamilton Base, and had looked up everything 
I was able to locate in either my own files which extend back to 
about 1900 and in my Father's notes of former surveys that could 
have any possible bearing on the case, particularly with regard 
to occupation, came to the conclusion that it was unnecessary 
to take the time and incur the expense incidental to going to 
Windsor in order to search the Records and obtain copies of the 
older descriptions as the difficulty appeared to me to be one that 
could and should be settled from the information at hand and for 


the most part dependent upon possession, or at least occupation, 
ete. 


The two doubtful lines, viz: "B-C" and "C-D" have been 
established as shown on the plan as follows: 


The most definite point mentioned in the description 
and the one least likely to have altered its position is the 
point on the Maitland Road distant 7.00 chains north eastwardly 
from the Old Indian Road. This is the point "B" on the Plan 
and appears to agree with that from which Jas. McKenzie started in 
1897 at which time the stake and stones called for were probably 
still in existence. The road has been widened within the past 


four or five years which probably explains why they are not now to 
be found. 


In selecting this point I give the doubt as to the width 
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* the Indian Road in so far as possible to the Gay property, tak- 
a the margin of the Indian Road as that of the “travelled way" 
between ditches, twenty-three feet or at eleven and one-half 
feet from the center of the travelled way. I consider that at the 
time the description originated ,that may and probably was ,the 
Margin from which the measurement was taken. 


I assume that the direction of the line called for 
from the point "B" to "C" and described in the Deed as N.53°W. 
is intended to be parallel with the end lines of the original 
Hamilton Grant and with other division lines; if 80, that line 
should be north 50° West at this date.(to the best of our ability 
to decide so rather doubtful a question. ) 


I also assume that the bearing was observed at the 
point "B" and I therefore have determined the course by carefully 
observing a bearing of north 50 degrees west at that point. 


The bearing shown on my plan and given in the new 
description for this line is north 49 degrees 55 minutes west 
and is the bearing as deduced from the meridian observed at the 
point of commencement of the survey, "A" on the plan. The 
difference of five minutes being that between the two observations. 
The deduced bearing from the first meridian is given on the plan 
and in the description in order that it may correspond with other 
bearings shown which are deduced from the meridian observed at "A". 


In other words N.49° 55'W. is the deduced bearing of 
the line in question, and N.50°W. the needle reading observed at 
the point "3B", 


This line passes through two or three old blazes 
supposed to be those made by James McKenzie at the rear of the 
clearing and some distance farther, before entering the cut out 
area, more blazes are found from four to ten feet to the north 
east. 


The position of these marks indicate that the McKenzie 
line bore more northwardly and confirms Mr. McDonald's statement 
as to the approximate position of the corner. 


My line pasmes 21.8 feet north east of the angle in 
the fence at "B" and 32 feat north eastwardly of the angle at the 
back of the clearing, 844.4 feet from the fence on the road margin, 
thus cutting a strip of the dimensions given off the enclosed 
pasture occupied by Mr. Gay. 


Some marks of a line believed to be that made by 
Archibald are found approximately in prolongation of the fence and 
the line is quite well marked near the Birch tree marked for a 
corner at "C", 
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The Base Line across the Gay Lot was established as 
foLlows; 


I was able to find a few old line marks probably the 
line set up by Jas. McKenzie, the bearing of which appeared to be 
$.47°9W. by the needle. I ran a trial line on that bearing in both 
directions and found that near the intersection with "B-C" I was 
gome feet to the right (N.W.) of another line tree which i had 
not previously found. 


I then extended the trial line (by compass using the 
needle only) in the reverse direction N.47°R. and found that it 
crossed the Snide line at "D" 13 feet from the angle in the fence 
and 29 feet from the post set by Archibald for the corner and 
marked on its North east face "1911" and on the South east face 
"T.c! (Thos. Cox) 


As the bearing as given by the needle was that showing 
the variation I had expected,I continued the trial line across the 
Snide lot about half a mile to and along a portion of the line 
where the fence has been well established for many years and the 
line has been and is cultivated to. 


I found that while the fences were not straight and my 
trial line crossed first the Snide Base to a point some 12 to 15 
feet north west of it at one point, it later crossed back and was 
undoubtedly bearing too far to the east by about one degree. 


I also found the needle to be inconstant and in some 
places to read N.48°R. 


Upon connecting the trial line with my Transit Survey 
I found the deduced bearing of the latter to be N.48° 5' east, and 
the different needle to correspond closely to that bearing except 
at and near my first Gompass Station where there appears to be some 
local attraction. 


Some part of the error is therefore instrumental, 
faulty needle. The transit needle checks up with several of my 
other instruments and may therefore be considered correct. 


Making the correction required the line starts from 
the point of intersection with the fence on the Snide line ("D" on 
sian} at 11 feet from the angle in the fence and 27 feet from the 
Archibald Post; thence running south 47 degrees west (deduced bearing) 
it follows the old blazes, and at 660 feet, or 10.90 chains, inter- 
sects the line "B-C" at 3485 feet from the wire fence on, or 
approximately on, the road margin at "B". 
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& The shortage in distance on the Base, Viz: 25 links, 
«716.5 feet, is less than that were the James McKenzie corner 
accepted, and it is not improbable that it is due to encroachment 
from the north eastern side. 


To sum up the situation I would say that I have 
entirely disregarded the Archibald Survey and also find myself 
unable to accept the McKenzie line on the course marked "B-C" on 
plan, although I do accept the latter survey on the Base line. 


The reasons, or line of argument, will be sufficiently 
clear from the foregoing, but may be further explained as follows: 


As to the rejection of the McKenzie and Archibald 

lines. 

lst - The Archibald line "B-C". There is nothing in any of the 

former conveyances of which I am 

aware, or have seen to support or justify Mr. Archibalds location of 
this boundary. I am, I believe reliably,informed that Mr. Archibald 
was employed by Mr. Cox the owner of the property to be surveyed, and 
that no notice was given the abutting owner, McDonald. The surveyor 
was unaware of the existence of an older line,made no investigation 
on the ground, and so did not learn of its existence, asked for none 
of the descriptionscontained in the Deeds of abutting owners or 
other infromation, and started at the road from a point said by his 
employer, Mr. Cox, to be @ corner. 


The abutting owner, McDonald, has I believe always 
protested that the line had been wrongly placed. He is a man 
past middle age and has lived on the farm he now occupies his entire 
life time, as did his father. He has always regarded the McKenzie 
line as correctly retracing the older line, having been so informed 
by his father. He, however, entered no action in the courts 
against Cox, who immediately after the Archibald line had been set 
up, cut the wood on the disputed strip. There is, however, ample 
evidence that he has always protested that the line made by 
Mr. Archibald had been wrongly placed. 


2nd-The Archibald line on the rear or Base "C-D" on plan. This 


may be dismissed without further comment than to say that I am of the 
opinion that Mr. Agchibald being totally unfamiliar with the district 
and without a more definite bearing for that line then "northeasterly" 
as in the deed, thought that the line upon which his corners were 
placed was the Base line. If so, he was clearly mistaken and, as 
already stated, were it not that his corners are still standing I 
would have no doubt that his line was intended for a trial line. 


Srd-The McKenzie line approximately "B-C" on Plan. So far as 
I am able to form an opinion from the line marks still to be found, 
and such local information as I have been able to gather, the 80,4 
called, McKenzie line started on the road at my own starting point 
"BY, then marked, admitted and acknowledged, and pointed out as the 
corner by the owners of the adjoining lands. 


Were the other corner near "C" still standing or in 
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existence I would accept it and establish a direct line between 

‘ e two corners, on the ground that there is not sufficient 
evidence to prove beyond doubt that the McKenzie line was wron¢ely 
placed, ard had both corners been kept up I would consider that 
that line had also to support it usage and recognition fora 
number of years and that there was a reasonable assumption that it 
had been established with the consent or under the direction of 
both the interested parties, and might not unreasonably be 
considered as a conventional line. 


The setting up of the Archibald line and subsequent cutting 
of the disputed strip by Cox, and Mr. McDonald's failure to take 
any action other than verbal protest, I think places the matter 
differently and in the position where it becomes necessary to 
establish the line called for in the Deed, and this 1 think I 
have done. 


The small area enclosed by Mr. Gay's fence which my line 
cute off from his clearing he may have had in occupation 
sufficiently long to have title to by possession. 


I should not, however, think it safe for him to include 
that percel in @ Warranty Deed. 


4th ~ The McKenzie line on the Base or Rear, I accept 


this line as it is on what I consider the proper bearing, and 
continued north eastwardly,will follow as closely as can be 
expected, although crossing and recrossing the existing fences, 
on the rear of the Hamilton Grant as now marked on the ground. 


The acreage is as given in the description Viz: 146.6 
acres exclusive of thet portion of the Maitland road included in 
the description but assuming the road width to be as marked by 
the fences. It is not improbable that a greater width should 
have been given. 


The old road,now only in use as fer as the Gay and 
Snide farms,has not been deducted from the acreage as its 
width is also in doubt. The Etter lot containing one fifth of one 
acre is also included in the acreage given. 

The reservation has been so worded as to take care of 
any part of both roads that has been included in the description. 


The buildings have not been shown on the last (the property) 
plan as I understand they are to be removed and they are shown 
with other detail on the Contour plan. 


I also thought that it would be convenient to have Biue 
line prints rather than blue prints,in case of its being necessary 
to add memo reference to new Buildings, etc. 
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The survey has been greatly interrupted and delayed 
by wet weather and to some extent also by the difficulty in the 
location of the rear and south western boundaries.. 


I attach hereto a copy of the description contained 
in the Grant from the Crown to Hamilton and others; there is 
no plan attached to the Grant.

Dear Sir:- 


In connection with my recent survey of 
above referred to property I beg to submit the following. 


Upon receipt of instructions from your 
Department to proceed with the survey of the above mentioned 
Farm property I, as instructed, saw Mr. D. B. Lawlor, 
Resident Indian Agent at Shubenacadie and had him procure for 
me the description of the property as the same appears in the 
Deed from Ezekiel Pineo to George Gay which is dated July 
18, 1918. 


As upon looking over the front or 
cultivated portion of the lands I found it to be for the most 
7: fenced and ocoupied, and as I was informed that the 
oundaries were well established and marked, I did not at 


that time consider it necessary to procure from the Registryz’ 
of Deeds at Windsor the older conveyances in order to check 
the various descriptions through which the title passes frm 
the original Grantee, Hamilton, to the present owner. f 


I have a fair general knowledce of the 
titles and what may be spoken of as the "state" /of property 
boundaries in that locality, and I already know/that the lands 
in question are a portion of a grant of 1900 acires ranted by 
the Crown to Colonel Frederick Hamilton and James and Gustavus 
Ducaret June 8, 1763, Book 4 page 202 Crown Lands Office Record 
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@ considerable portion of which was purchased by one Snide, an 
early settler in the District and an ancestor of the man of the 
game name who owns the Farm adjoining and north east of the Gay 
farm. Snide later set off by Deed or Will to certain of his 
Heirs the two portions of the original purchase, one of which is 
pe owned by Gay and the other, adjoining Gay, by Allison 
MoDonald. 


That the desoription contained in Gay's Deed has 
been copied from a much older, probably the first, conveyance 
may be inferred from the reference to the Mill, Sluice, and roads. 


The Mill has not been in existence within the memory 
of anyone now living but is said to have stood at approximately 
the point where the small Bridge is shown on the plan. This 
Brook was formerly known as "Saw Mill Brook" and some old timbers 
are still to be seen at low tide partially buried in the mud which 
appear to have been part of a building. The position of the 
Sluice is, of course, not known. 


I have taken as the place of beginning the point at 
which ordinary high tide is intersected by a line which is approx- 
imately at eg cneees to the shore and 01d Road at the point of 
termination of the fence on the eastern margin of the present Public 
Road leading from Shubenacadie to Maitland. The distance from the 
point of My ye as I have so fixed it to the center of the 
eastern or down stream rail of the simll Bridge is 590 feet; that 
ealled for in the description from the Sluice to the same point 
is 419.8' or 6.36 chains. 


I think the difference in distance may be disregarded 
as the starting point is reasonably well fixed by the junction of 
the 014 and the Present roads and may be regarded as correctly 
located. 


From the place of beginning the description calls for 
a course following the margin of the Indian Road 31.50 chains, to 
the Maitland Koad and on that road an additional 7.00 chains to the 
point at whieh the line sunning to the rear of the lot is supposed 
to commence, or a total of 2541 feet; my measurement for the same 
distance is 2501 feet, but the difference may be and probably is | 
due in part to my point of commencement being at ordinary high tide 
mark instead of at low tide, which would account for a part of it, 
and in part to the uncertainty as to the line upon which the first 
measurement was made as the "margin of the road." ‘The road has 
been widened and to some extent straightened within recent yearg, 
and the River Bank has also altered more or less. 


I found the distance from the center of the Indian 
Road to the point where the fence between Gay and McDonald intersets 
the Maitland road to be only 451.7 feet or 6.84 chains from the 
nter, as against the 7.00 chains called for, from the north 
eastern margin of the Indian road. 
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It was not until this point had been reached that I 
learned that this line was claimed by MoJonald, the abutting owner, 
to be wrongly placed and upon his property. 


Mr. MeDonald informed me that his Deed was not in hi 
possession, but arranged that I was able to get it, pending which 
I continued the survey around the River and north east sides and 
across the Base. 


The lines on the north east side are marked by fences 
or posts, that between the Wallace Gay and A. Grant lot and George 
Gay by the latter, the remaino of an old fence, that between Gay 
and t Snide property by a post and wire fence which as will be 
apparent from the Plan, is in reasonably close agreement with the 
ps has pe debe contained in the Deed, and whioh while not perfectly 
straight throughout its entire length is so nearly so as to justify 
Ry | given only two bearings on it, one from the margin of 
the marsh to the Maitland road and a slightly different one from 
the road to the rear line. 


On the rear line, which is supposed to and should 
coincide with the Base, or north west line of the Hamilton Grant, 
I again met with difficulty. 


The Line here was neither well marked nor otherwise 
satisfactory and was approximately ten degrees off the bearing. 


The rear, or base, line of the Hamilton Grant, of 
which this line is a short seotion is described ac 208.00 chains 
in length and is abutted on its outer or north western side by 
numerous smaller lots granted at a great many different periods. 
The Hamilton Grant has been split up into a number of lots such 
as those with which we are concerned, the widths of which on the 
base line are in genural about ten chains. 


Aes a natural consequence of these conditions the 
original Hamilton line has probably been lost for many years and 
the line now on the ground is the natural result of many dis- 
connected surveys at various times of short sections each covering 
only the distance upon which some one property was bounded by 
that line, and as a result the Hamilton base at the present time 
appears to be instead of the straight line called for, a series 
= short lines, differing in bearing from one to three or four 

egrees. 


For this and the further reason that this line, 
despite ite irregularities, is for the most part recognized, fenced, 
occupied to, and in many places cultivated to, and neithor the orig- 
inal corners of the grant nor any other one point upon it can 
be taken as more positively than another fixing the original 
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location, I did not looate the corners and calculate a bearing that 
would describe a straight line between these corners, as I would 
have done had the oircumstances been a little different. 


I was informed that that portion of the Gay farm 
situate on the northwest side of the Road, was surveyed in or about 
1897 by my Father, the late James Moxenzie, and on looking up his Field 
Notes which are in my possession I found that he had started on the 
road at a point corresponding to that shown and marked "B" on my 
Plan and ran back the distance that I have taken, Viz: 3485 feet, 
and that he also ran the Base line from the last named point north 
eastwardly to a point at which he crosses the fence on the rear 
line of the Snide Property which was then and is now on the margin 
of the former clearing supposed to be on or up to the Base line. 


I would say here that 1 am inolined to attach consid- 
erable importance to my Father's location of the lines in question, 
as apart from the fact that he was extremely careful in such matters 
he was then a man of upwards of seventy-five years of age, and had a 
lifetime's intimate acquaintance and familiarity with the titles and 
lot boundaries in that district. 


According to my information the line set up by my 
Father was undisputed until about 1911 or 1912 at which time the Farm 
now owned by Mr. Gay was owned by one Cox who employed a surveyor 
named Archibald to resurvey the property. 


The fence at the road shown on my Plan opposite near 
the point "B", and marked "Fence 5.50 27' E, 844 ft." is said to be 
on the line set up Mr. Archibald, and the dotted line in rough 
prolongation of the fence (on which I found sane line marks or 
Blases corresponding in age to about the date of the Archibald survey) 
terminates at a Birch tree marked apparently for a corner and shown 
on the Plan near the point "C". This Birch tree, I am informed by 
Mr. MoDonald, was the corner established by lr. Archibald, who at 
the same time continued his survey across the rear and near the 
point "D" on the Plan, set a squared wooden post to mark the corner 
on the Snide lot.

There is of course the possibility that the matter of 
the magnetic change was overlooked and the line set up on the original 
bearing. 
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The wire fence shown on the plan near the roint "Cc" 
was erected by Guy Mokey whose land abutts on the Hamilton Grant 
as shown and it is eaid to have been put up by Mr. Mekay on the 
supposition that the line as set up by Mr. Archibald had been 
properly located. 


The fence on the rear of the Snide lands, shown running 
north eastwardly from the point "D", has also been supposed to be 
on the line but is in general irregular and appears from the 
evidence of the old clearing on the Snide Property to have been 
"swung" in near the Gay lot to meet the Archibald corner.

I am also informed that immediately the Arohibald line 
from "B" to "C" had been set up the, at that time, owner of the 
pe Farm, Cox, out the wood on the strip between that and the 
older line. 


This appears to be, to at least some extent, true, but 
I succeeded finding a number of line marks corresponding in age 
to the date of the MoKkenszie survey, Vis: 1897 (See noted on Plan) 
and after obtaining Mr. McDonald's Deed I had him point out as 
Closely as he was able to do, the position of the Mckenzie corner, 
some 30 feet at least north eastward of the corner I have set up 
which last is some 26 feet north eastwardly of the Birch known 
as Mr. Arohibald's corner. 


After I had made a "needle" survey of practically the 
entire length of the Hamilton Base, and had looked up everything 
I was able to locate in either my own files which extend back to 
about 1900 and in my Father's notes of former surveys that could 
have any possible bearing on the case, particularly with resard 
to occupation, came to the conclusion that it was unnecessary 
to take the time and incur the expense inoidental to going to 
Windsor in order to search the Reoords and obtain copies of the 
older desoriptions as the difficulty appeared to me to be one that 
could and should be settled from the information at hand and for 
bo most part dependent upon possession, or at least occupation, 
etc. 


The two doubtful lines, vis: "B-C" and "C-D" havo been 
established as shown on the plan as follows: 


The most definite point mentioned in the description 
and the one least likely to have altered its position is the 
point on the Maitland Road distant 7.00 chains north eastwardly 
from the 01d Indian Road. This is the point "B" on the Plan 
and appears to agree with that from which Jas. Mokenzie started in 
1897 at which time the stake and stones ealled for were probably 
still in existence. The road has been widened within the past 
sete oe seve years which probably explains why they are not now to 
e found. 


In selecting this point I give the doubt as to the width 
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of the Indian Road in so far as possible to the Gay property, tak- 
ing the n of the Indian Road as that of the "travelled way" 
or between ditches, twenty-three feet or at olevon and one-half 
feet from the center of the travelled way. I consider that at the 
time the description originated, that may and probably was, the 
margin from which the measurement was taken. 


I assume that the direction of the line called for.

In other words N. 49 65' W. is the deduced bearing cof 
the line in question, and N. 50°W. the needle reading observed at 
the point "B". 


This line passes through two or three old blazes 
supposed to be those made by James McKenzie at the rear of the 
Clearing and some distance farther, before enterins the cut out 
area, more blases are found from four to ten feet to the north 
east. 


The position of these marks indicate that the McKenzie 
line bore more northwardly and confirms Mr. McDonald's statement 
as to the approximate position of the corner. 


My line passes 21.8 feet north east of the angle in 
the fence at "5B" and 32 feet north eastwardly of the angle at the 
back of the clearing, 844.4 feet from the fence on the road margin, 
thus cutting a strip of the dimensions given off the enclosed 
pasture occupied by Mr. Gay. 


So..e marks of a line believed to be that made by 
Arohibald are found approximately in prolongation of the fence and 
the line is quite marked near the Biroh tree marked for a 
corner at "CO". 
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The Base Line across the Gay Lot was established as 
follows: 


I was able to find a few old line marks probably the 
line set up by Jas. Mokenzie, the peose*y of which appeared to be 
S. 47° W. by the needle. I ran a trial line on that bearing in both 
directions and found that near the intersection with "B-c" I was 
gome feet to the right (N. W.) of another line tree which I had 
not previously found, 


I then extended the trial line (by compass using the 
needle only) in the reverse direction N. 47° E. and found that it 
orossed the Snide line at "D" 13 feet from the angle in the fence 
and 29 feet from the post set by Arohibald for the corner and 
marked on ite North east face "1911" and on the South east face 
"7. Oo" (Thos. Coax) 


As the bearing ae given by the needle was that showing 
the variation 1 had expexted, I continued the trial line across the 
Snide Lot about half a mile to and along a portion of the line 
where the fence has been well established for many years and the 
line has been and is cultivated to. 


I found that while the fences were not straight and my 
trial line crossed first the Snide Base to a point some 12 to 15 
feet north west of it at one point, it later crossed back and was 
undoubtedly bearing too far to the east by about one degree. 


I also found the needle to be inconstant and in some 
placer to read N. 48° E. 


Upon eonnecting the trial line with my Transit Survey 
I found the deduced bearing of the latter to be I. 48° 65' east, and 
the different needle to correspond closely to that bearing except 
at and near my first Compass Station where there appears to be some 
local attraction. 


Some part of the error is therefore instrumental, 
faulty needle. The transit needle checks up with several of my 
other instruments and may therefore be considered correct. 


Making the correction required the line starts from 
the point of intersection with the fenoe on the Snide line ("D") on 
lan) at 11 feet from the angle in the fence and 27 feet from the 
rehibald Post; thence running south 47 degrees west (deduced bearing) 
4% follows the old biases, and at 660 feet, or 10.99 chains, inter- 
pects the line "B-C" at 3485 feet from the wire fence on, or 
approximately on, the road margin at "b". 
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The shortage in distance on the Base, Viz: 26 linke, 
or 16.5 feet, is less than that were the James Mckenzie corner 
accepted, and it is not improbable that it is due to encroachment 
from the north eastern side. 


To sum up the situation I would say that I have 
entirely disregarded the Archibald Survey and also find myself 
unable to accept the liekenzie line on the course marked "B-C" on 
plan, although I do aecept the latter survey on the Base line. 


The reasons, or line of argument, will be sufficiently 
clear from the foregoing, but may be further explained as follows: 


As to the rejection of the McKenzie and Archibald

ist- The Archibald line "B-0". There is nothing in any of the 

former conveyances of which I am 

aware, or have seer to support or justify Mr. Archibald's location of 
this boundary. I am, I believe reliably, informed that Mr. Archibald 
was employed by Mr. Cox the owner of the property to be surveyed, and 
that no notice was given the abutting owner, Molonald. The surveyor 
was unaware of the existence of an older line, made no investigation 
on the ground, and so did not learn of its existence, asked for none 
of the descriptions contained in the Deeds of abutting owners or 
other information, and started at the road from a point said by his 
employer, Mr. Cox, to be a corner. 


The abutting owner, McDonald, has I believe always 
protested that the line had been wrongly placed. He is a man 
past middle age and has lived on the fam he now occupies his entire 
life time, as did hie father. He has always rezarded the Mekenzie 
line as correctly retracing the older line, having been so informed 
by his father. He, however, entered no action in tho courts 
against Cox, who immediately after the Archibald line had been set 
up, out the wood on the disputed strip. There ic, however, ample 
evidence that he has always protested that the line made by 
Mr. Archibald had been wrongly placed. 


nd- The Arehibald line on the rear or Base "C-D" on plan. Vhis 

may be seed without further comment than to say that I am of the 
opinion that Mr. Archibald being totally unfamiliar with the district 
and without a more definite bearing for that line then "northeasterly" 
as in the deed, thought that the line upon which his corners were 
placed was the Base line. If so, he was clearly mistaken and, as 
already stated, were it not that his corners are still standing I 
would have no doubt that his line was intended for a trial line. 


ne. The MoXenzie line Aig eF OOM LO EAL "B-C" on Plan. So far as 
I am able to form an opinion from the line marks still to be found, 
and such local information as I have been able to gather, the so- 
called, MoKensie line etarted on the road at my own starting point 
"BRB", then marked, admitted amd acknowledged, and pointed out as the 
corner by the owners of the adjoining lands. 


Were the other corner near "C" still standing or in 
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existence I would accept it and establish a direot line between 
the two corners, on the ground that there is not sufficient 
evidence to prove beyond doubt that the lokenzio line was wrongly 
placed, and had both corners been kept up I would consider that 
that line had also to support it usage and recornition for 4 
number of years and tht there was s reasonable assumption that it 
had been established with the consent or under the direction of 
both the interested parties, and might not unreasonably be 
considered as s conventional line.

I am forwarding you by today's mail three 
blue line prints of Plan of Survey of the property ai tuate 
at Shubenacadie, N. 5. owned by George Gay which has been 
purohased, or is under consideration of purchase, by the 
Department of Indian Affairs. 


I also forward with the beforo mentioned 
prints a description of the property according to the 
boundaries existing and now generally recognized as estab- 
lished, as the same have been located by my recent survey. 


The several, but in general unimportant, 
a@ifferences between the boundaries of the property as found 
or established on the ground, and as described in former 
conveyances have been gone into fully in the Report which 
accompanies the Plan and new description. 


I very much regret the delay that has 

ocourred in the completion of thie survey and plan, but an 
unprecedentedly wet late summer and fall and the necessity 
for giving partial attention to other unfinished work that 
was also, and for the same reason, long overdue, added to the 
altogether disproportionate amount of time which was taken 
up in attempting to adjust the small but annoying differences 
between adjoining owners, and to finally establish boundaries 
that would not only be accepted by those owners, but gould 

if necessary be defended and maintained in the event of 


\ wri oe 
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any action being brought at any future time before the Courts, 
and has resulted in the work only being now finally completed. 


This matter of difficulties and adjustments has 
been gone into fully in the Report referred fo, and I will 
here refer only briefly to the emall area which the line B-C 
on the Plan outs off from Mr. Gay's fenced but uncultivated 
clearing. 


My reasons for finally establishing that line in 
| the position in which I have placed it are given in detail

I am enclosing the letter and would like very much to know 
what you think about it. My knowledge ef such things, like many 
other things is very Limited. 

As for tne *chool we are doing the best we can and I think 
the children are cuite happy and contented. .e have had of course 
every possible assistance from the Department.

y arringenents through the medium of corresnondence I 
had the pleasure of calling upon Rev. Fr, Yackay it the Indian 
Residential Schools at Snubenioadie, N. S., arrivi ig there on 
the afternoon of July llth, ind staying sbout 234 houms at tne 
achoole,. 


It hac been arranged by Father Mackay through the mediun 
of correspondence with the Depurtrent of Indian Aff.ir@ toit he 
should have liberty to spend in the neighbourhood of 71900,00 
for the betterment of these grounde in the spring of 1931. 


I imredisately perceived tht owing to the irmensity of 
these grounds ‘nd the very lirge building that we nive to 
jecorite, the imount of $100.00 would be whe lly insdeguite 
for even “in initiil plinting. I presented thie idea to Father 
Mackay for his consideration, “nd he sugeested that I be ag 
econoricsl as is possible, ind submit n estirite for the con- 
siderition of the Depirtrent of Indian Affeirs, ond I hove 
been just %s economicnl in this present estimite ig conditions 
vould permit. 


In the first plaice we hive 1 very 1 ree lilding, 158 
feet long from e.st to west, ind it afte on the tor of juite 
an abrupt little hill in the midst of wide exp nse of ground, 
which is,literally, totvlly b:re of trees. 


I saw 1t once that we would hive to comfine our de 
corations to thit .rea imrediately adjoining “nd in front of 
our building, snd fortun tely this buildine faces the south 
ind lends itself excellently well to the use of evergreens for 
iecorative purposes; ind indeed tn my opinion is Lundsc.ipe 
architect, this is the wery proper decorition for tais style 
of building. 


These evergreens will be planted in close proximity 
to the wills of the building, ond this is the proper place 
forward to folio 2.

Ag I have had oooasion to remark I do not believe I 
could recomrend the vlanting of any of theses trees or shrubs 
in m.reh rud soil. I think my best word of adviee would be 
that wnerever these planting positions ocour the earth should 
be tiken out and replaced with good top soil. 


Now, these ced re which I am rece mending are the same 
family as grows in a astural state in northern New Brunswick 
and Maine, and they are perfectly hardy, but they .re very sue- 
ceptible to soil conditions. They will not grow in an acid 
goil, therefore in order tht we ehall make sure that the soil 
4g alknline or sweet it is always advisable to treat ced:rs with 
lime, »nd for that mtter, spruces also. This lime should be 
iyeglaked, and to this end I recommend that you get a birrel 
of lump lime and dump it some plsce in your ,arden where the 
c-ustio effects of the lime will do no dawage, «nd cover the 
heap with earth and allow it to remain here for three or four

The next iten tor our consideration is the use of a vine 
which wili neturaliy grow up over these brick willis of our 
building without suport, ind the best vine for this purpose is 
Ampelopsis Tricuspidata, sometimes called Ampelopsis Veitchii 
or Boston Ivy. I have carefully looked over the building, and 
I believe tne only suitable olsee to phant these vines is on 
the south foe of our building, with one on the end of the east 
wing ind one on the end of the weat wing. The vositions will 
be 14 inones out from the wall in ec srefully prep red positions. 
Since it usually tronspires thst tne earth next to the wills

the expenditure was necessary. I have instructed this Indian and so has 
Dr. Leveque that all he has to do is bring the child to the Doctor and 
if she is free from disease the Doctor will put her on the train in 
charze of the Conductor. Father Mackey will see she is met at the train 
and conducted to the School.

Mr. J. d. Kinley, M. Pe, has forwarded a 
coumunication which he received from Reverend Canon 
E. B. Spurr, Liverpool, N. S., detailing the circum- 
stances in connection with the case of two illegitinate 
children, whose father he states to be an Indian, with 
the request that this Department provide for their crre 
and maintenance. 


For your information, I enclose a copy of 
Canon Spurr's letter. I would remest that you take 
inmediate steps to investigate this case and furnish a 
report to the Depsrtment. You should state the nane of 
the Indian, the reserve to which he belongs and also the 
names and ages of the children referred to. From the 
facts atated by Canon Spurr, it is very doubtful if the 
children could be considered as wards of this Department. 
In any event, it is presumed they are too young to be 
admitted to the Shubenacadie Indian Residential School. 


It may be difficult to prove parentage, and the Depart- 
nent doubts if it should be responsible for the care and 
maintenance of the children. You ehould give as full 
information as possible and estate, also, whether you 
consider they are Indians and wards of the Department. 

I would advise that you consult Canon Spurr and forward 
the information requested at an early date.

Any expense incurred in sending these children 
to the Shubenacadie School will be paid upon receipt of a 
properly certified account, in triplicate. 


Regarding the other children, the Department is 
not prepared to approve their admission to the institution 
mentioned in your letter. It is considered that the younger 
children could be placed with other indians and, in this event, 
we would be willing to allow an amount of from eight to ten 
dollars a month each for their care and maintenance. It is 
understood, of course, that any family who takes these children 
and is paid in cash for them at the rate stated above will 
require less relief if it should happen that you place them with 
families who are on relief.

In your letter of the 23rd instant you enquire 
regarding transportation allowance of children and parents on 
their way to the residential school. The Department does not 
provide transportation for Indian parents who wish to visit 
the Shubenacadie School. When children are first sent to the 
school, the Agent communicates with the Department and forwards 
an application form for their admission, and he is then authorized 
to incur the expenses that are necessary in the transportation of 
such children. When children are allowed out on holidays, Rev. 
J. FP. Mackey, Principal of the Shubenacadie Indian Residential 
School, makes the necessary financial arrangements for their 
return transportation. If you have any enquiries for trans- 
portation from pupils who should return to the Shubenacadie 
School, you should communicate with Father Mackey. 


If you consider that certain children require 
clothes when being sent to the Shubenacadie School, you should 
so advise the Department, and give an estimate of the cost 
of the clothing required. If we approve the expenditure, you 
will be authorized to make the purchase, but no clothing should 
be secured without our permisati on. It is not necessary to 
provide any large amount of clothing going to the residential 
school, as pupile are completely outfitted on reaching there.

The Department is in receipt of your recent 
letter, with reference to the expenditure you incurred 
in placing Peter M. Stephens in the Shubenacadie Indian 
Residential School. The three copies of the account 
were returned to you but I am under the impression that 
the voucher requested that cheque be issued in your favour. 
Did you use your own car? If so, you should show the 
mileage from your home to the Shubenacadie School and 
you may return the voucher giving this information on all 
three copies. 


If you hired a car, the voucher should be issued 
in favour of the persom from whom you hired it or you should 
attach to the voucher a receipt from this person acknowledging 
payment. When this voucher is returned, the question of 
payment will receive further consideration. 


In future, you should keep in mind that, in taking

I have been going to Indian sohool for past five 
years. I am fifteen years past Maroh, 1936. Before my 
holidays this year I was employed in kitohen for 
eleven weeks. I first went in kitchen for 1l weeks, 
January 7, 19%6. /e hai to start wrk at 5.30 in 
kiteohen and were kept working till 6.30 P.M. Then 
we go to recreation room ti11 8 P.M. In the eleven 
weeks I was employed in kitohen I spent a total of 
two weeks in school. Sister Mary Armel has beaten 
me many times over the head ani pulled my hair and 
struck me on the back of neok with a ruler and 
at times grabbed ahold of me and beat me on the back 
with her fists. 


I have also bem ordered to stand on the outside 
of the windows with a rope around ny waist to clean 
windows on the ®urth floor with a little girl holding 
the rope. when I told the Sister I was afraid to go 
on the window she scolded me and made me clean the 
window ari threatened to beat me if I did not do it. 
This is being done to other children. After we get @ 
beating we are asked what we get the be ting for and 
if we tell them we do not know we get another bee ting.

Dear Father MacNeil, 


Mike Paul and Thomas Stevens were to see me this 
evening. They are two young Indian men, one of whom, Thomas 
Stevens, has been in the Shubenacadie school. They showed me 
your letter of September 7th. 


The young fellow, Thomas, tells me a very hard 
story of the treatment young Imian children receive there. 
It would appear that his own experience hms been so hard that 
he dreads very much the idea of going back there, and 
naturally, fells it hard to see his younger brother and sister 
taken there, where they will receive similar hard treatment. 
He tells me that they receive very little education, but lots 
of hard work, and what he considers a lot of unnecessary hard 
pun ishme nt. 


In the letter that they showed me, you speak of 
the R.C.M.P. taking them back if necessary. ‘Tha also tell 
me that they have now permission to go to St. Joseph's School, 


in North Sydney, where they will be umier the supervision of 
the good Sisters of Charity. 


It is somewhat of a pity to see these children 
taken so far from home, largely on account of the conduwt of 
their father. On account of the way this boy feels in the 
matter, I doubt very such if it would improve his condition 
to s@d him there by force and against his will, I hope, 
however, that you will make full inqiries of his mother, who 
will present you with this letter, thet you will consider all 
the conditions, and I am sure that you will do your best for 
this little family.

Dear Father MacNeil, 


I received your letter with the enclosed 
letter from R.H. Butts concerning the Stevens. 


Back in June the school teacher from 
Iona brought a young boy here, and I met him at the 
train. I did not have much time to talk to Mr. McDonald, 
as he was going on to Halifax. However, I remember one 
thing he said and that was not to allow the Stevens 
children home for vacation, He was supposed to call on 
his way back, but was delayed in Halifax, and it was too 
late to call here when he passed through. 


I took a vacation this past summer, 
the first in ten years am while I was away Mrs. Stevens 
arrived with a letter from you. I remember Sister Mary 
Charles telling me about the letter but I do not remember 
ever seeing it. Anyway the woman left with the children 
and they were gone before I arrived back. It was under- 
stood that the children would return. When they did not 
return, I included their names along with three others 
who had no reason for not returning. So the letter you 
have had from the Department is the result of my report 
to them. In the meantime all the others om vacation 
with the exception of five had returned ami two of these 
five had good reasons for returning; they had been operated 
on for appendicitis dur ing vacation. I do not know the 
reason why Mr. McDonald had said that the Stevens children 
should not go home, but I would juwige that he knew the 
home conditions and that he was expressing your views, 


However, the situation now is this. We 
have the biggest attendance we have ever had, eighty one 
boys and eighty one girls. We had to refuse the Agent at 
Antigonish who had two to send, anc the same for the 
Agent. at Maria Reserve in Quebec, so what to do about the 
Stevens, I don't know. To let them get away with their 
Lies doesn't seem the right thing to do - to keep them 
from spreading falsehoods about those who try to do 
something for them, seems hopeless. And why white people 
fall for such stories, is hard to explain, For myself j 
never hope to catch up with the Indian and his lies, an in

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fact, I am not going to try. QS 


I think the best thing to do is write to the Department 
and since we have a full school, request a few more beds 
and insist upon them coming back. I am getting a bit tired 
of playing square with the Indian and in turn have him cut 
my throat. 


Now for the letter of R.H. Butts. It is quite plain 
that Mr. Butts knows very little about the school. To begin 
with the regulation covering seventy-seven Indian Schools 
accross Canada calls for one half day in class room and the 
other half for work - for boys, farm or carpenter work, and 
for girls, cooking, sewing and washing. Here we have not 
enough work of that kind with the result that each child 
spends far more time in the classroom than the regulations 
call for. As for Tom Stevens, a big body with the mind of 
a ten year old child, the school register shows that he 
missed no days at school. He had practically no schooling 
before coming here, By that I do not mean that he did not 
register at school, but that the teacher could make very 
little progress with him. The younger brother does better, 
As for the work the majority of the boys of his size would 
rather be out at some work than in the class room, for the 
greater part of their work is made play. To play a game of 
baseball was work for Tom; he would rather sit in the sun 
and pester a bumble bee or a fly, by pulling off one wing and 
one leg at a time. To make an Infian work is the unpard onable 
sin among them. Sg much for work ..... 


Now for his hard treatment; that is ridiculous. I can't 
recall ever having given any punishment to him, and as far as 
the Sisters are concerned, I don't think they would punish a 
boy of his size. By the way, they have permission to go to 
the good Sisters of Charity of North Sydney. Evidently Mr. 

Butts does not know that we have ten Sisters of Charity on the 
staff here, and at least four of them are from C.Be, and have 
had years of experience in teaching. I don't want Mr, Butts 

to think that we attempt to make out that we are perfect, 

but a man of his experience should take with reservations the 
statements of @ boy of the mental capacity of Tom Stevens.Rev. 
Father Butts of Lourdes, and Father McKenzie spent a night and 
part of a day here recently, am if Mr. Butts does not wish to 
take my word for it, I would be glad if he would make inquiries 
from has brother, ear should he be passing through, let him cal 
over and view the placé for himself, I can't understand why a 
man of his position could be duped by am Indian. In the meantime, 
if I were you I would let things rest am see how often and

It isn't that we need the boy at all, as 
there ave many applications which we cannot accept. It is 
the old story over again. The Imiian does not want to do what 
he is told or follow regulations, but must have his own way. 
Personally it is a matte of indifference to me whether the 
boy comes back or not, but I think it should be impressed 
upon the Indian that he cannot have his own way in matters 
Concerning which the Department han set reguiat ions. 


No doubt the Department will write to you concerning further 
developments.

I was sorry to hear that you were not goin to send 
Louis back to schoole for the past years you kept 
your word to me, am I sent Louis home or kept him 
here, just a8 you wanted. 


On eccount of Louis having entered school from the 
Halifax Agency, your moving away, am family troubles, 
I did not consult any Indian Agent about Louis’ 
vacation. In the case of any other child, the Agent 
had to write and request vacation, and the Indian 
Agent was then respons ible for sending the ehilé or 
children back. I did not send louis to the school, 
and I cannot dismiss him from the school. So without 
making this letter too long my advice to you is to 
send Louis beck to school, then apply to the nearest 
Indian agent. If the Agent is satisfied that Louis 
will go to the school up there then he will recommend 
him for dismiegsal. ‘Then Iwill get word from the 
Department at Ottawa and send him yack to you. You 
may think that this is a lot of trouble to take, but 
it is the only waye 


If that is not done then l will be compelled to bring 
the matter to the attention of the Department at Ottawa, 
am if they do what they have éone in other cases, it 
will mean that the RCMP. will take Louis back to 

the school ari he will remain until sixteen years of 
age and have no further vacations.

Dear Sir,- 


While at Malagawatch Reserve a few days ago, I 
was interviewed by Mr. Tom Joe regarding the three children 
of William Herney who are cared for by Mr.Joe's mother, Mi 
Widow Maggie Joe. 

Some years ago, the mother of these children died and 
since then they have been cared for by the grandmother, the 
above mentioned Widow Maggie Joe, and received an allowance 
of $8.00 fer month for si/eh care. Mr. Joe stated that 
now as his mother is very old and there is no other woman 
in the house, it is very hard for them to look after them 
properly. 

The father, William Herney, who is a roamer and although 
he belongs to Malagawatch and owns a little shack there, 
wishes to take the children with him and have the shack 
repaired at the Leparrments cost. Without a woman in his 
house 1 cannot see how he can care for the children, even if 
he would settle home and give up his continual travelling. 
As he is opposed to having the children placed elsewhere, I 
beg to ask if I oan place them in proper homes, even if the 
father opposed this ? He did not care for them since -many 
years and I have very little faith in his future actions in 
this respect. Can the boy be sent to the kesidential school 
at Shubenacadie without the father's consent but with the 
consent of the guardian ? There is no space available for 
girls, at that sohool, at present, but I can get proper 
homes for them if I may do so.

I am now returning you 
the account with corrected receipt, which I trust 
will be satisfactory. 


With regard to the amount of

Most Agents 
have wade it a point te have the return fare from the 
parents before they would recommend that the children go 
home for vacation. If you have done this then there should 
be ne difficulty about the ones returning from vacation. 
If you are not in that pesition and the parente will not 
produce the fare, then you pay their way here end we will 
return the amount to you. 


Voncerning the new ones, the Department has in the past, 
paia their fare, so you pay it, and send your acceunte in 
triplicate to the vepartrent. As for clething, get as 
little as possible for them, and se the account in with 
the ordinary accounts for fooa, eta. 


The single fare for most of these chilcren -- I believe the 
majority are under twelve years of age -=- should not exceed 
fifty-five or sixty cents. For those over twelve, it will 
be just deuvle, I don't think you could bring them by car 
for less than that. Needless te say tht if the parents 
of those who are home for vacation, de not pay the return 
fare, these sane children will net ge home fer vacation 
next year’.

There is no question that the children attending 
the Shubenacadie residential school receive every 
possible care and attention and in addition at 
Christmas time there are always special festivities 
which the children enjoy. For your information I 
enclose a copy of circular letter of March 30, 1957, 
governing holidays for children attending residential 
schools.

travel, without any necessary purpose, as much as he has 
been doing.

Sacébie became ill and 
was sent to the St.Basile Tb Hospital. At that time, her 
sister, wrs. Joseph Waterbury, who was married to a white 
man and lived at Dipper Harbour, Sunbury County, N.B. took 
the five children to care for them during the mobhers 
illness. iirs. Waterbury became poorly herself and had to 
give the children up. The oldest ones were taken to the 
Shubenecadie Residential School. The younger ones have 
been placed in another home at the Kingsclear Reserve. 


No examination was made of these children 
before taking them to the school, as they were some 
distance from Fredericton, ‘.B,. I got in touch with 
Dr. Wright, however, and he assured me that both children 
were healthy and fit to be taken to the school.

The three boys sent to Shubenacadie 
Residential School arrived safely and are apparently 
getting along alright,in a letter received from Rt.Rev. 
J.P.Mackey,he tells me that it is very difficult to try 
and handle boys of 12 and 14 years of age who have not 
attended any school regularly,as it means that they have 
to be placed in classes where the children are much 
younger etc. 


With regard to Mrs.Condo,all her children of 
school age with the exception of one girl who will be 15 
years of age next June,I have not interviewed this woman 
lately,as I am waiting for the report of Mr.Giroux,of the 
Canadian Pension Commission,wuebec.who visited this 
Agency about two weeks ago,he visited the school and 
obtained what information he required from the Mother 
Superior,and also the Parish Priest,Rev.Father Lucien, 
they both advised him that from their point of view,her 
pension was poorly administered and recommended that it 
be administered by the Department and this Office.

19494 His father is c:ippled and his mother has recently been 
discharged from hospital where she had undergone prolonged treate 
ment for advanced tuberculosis. There are four other chi dren in 
the family, and their present house is inadequate. Their financial 
circumstances are such that the parents are unable to contribute to 
the support of this boy, and no other family here is willing to 
accept him.

Dear Sir: 


I have called several times during the past year at the 
Indian School at Shubenacadie because I have been interested in 
the progress Sister Paul has made in teaching pottery to the 
students. Father Mackey and I have discussed the economic 
possibilities of this type of work and I think he has now agreed 
that much could be done with the Indian children if he had the 
facilities. Present drains on finances are severe and I can 
easily understand restricted budgets. However, with comparatively 
small expenditures articles in clay sold on the main highway like 
the one running through Shubenacadie would soon produce results. 
Furthermore this is the only place in the province where we could 
get characteristic Indian designs from the Indians themselves and 
Sister Paul is trying to develop these. 


Father Mackey will discuss the possibility of a kiln with 
Mr. Shaw of L. E. Shaw Company, and I think co-operation from that 
source i8 assured. The Provincial Department of Industry and 
Public Information through its minister is interested in developing 
this work throughout the province. Publicity and perhaps some 
subsidy can be secured for impoverished localities, but other than 
for the publicity it may not be possible to secure aid for the 
Indian School. 


I am writing you this letter so you will be informed about 
the possibilities in Shubenacadie and the attempt we would like 
to see made to aid the Indian children in acquiring a skill based 
on a natural resource plentiful in the province. My impression is 
that skill in pottery making would be a valuable addition with 
economic possibilities to the commercially known one which the 
Indians possess, the making of baskets. Our hope is that in the 
near future we shall be able to command some of the local market 
for clay products which is at the present time being satisfied 
from outside our provincial limits.

It is too bad so much delay has occured in getting to Father 
Mackey of the Shubenacadie Indian School the specifications and costs 
of a ceramic kiin and further too bad I missed you when you were here. 
The vast few days I have had in the office and some definite information 
is now available. 


We have the drawings, descriptions, and cost estimates of a kiln 
that can be built for $200. The price given me was #150 but I 
arbitrarily added $50. Single firings can be completed at about $2.00. 
From the specifications we have I am satisfied that the work can be done 
with local labour. 


When the matter was first discussed I believed we could construct 
a small kiln suitable for school or small production purposes at a cost 
of $200 or #250 which would burn wood or coal. Subsequent careful 
investigation showed that the cost of underground flues, smoke stack, 
ironing for bracing and other factors would run the cost to several 
hundred dollars. Furthermore the successful use of such kilns, I 
learned, requires much skill and even experienced men have considerable 
losses on any new kiln. For such reasons the small outside wood-fired 
kiln was given up even though it at first looked promising in view of 
our estimated future needs in various localities in the pvrovince. 


The specifications we have vrovide for an electrically heated kiln, 
inside mesasurements, 16 inches approximately by two feet; lined with 
light , refractory (neat resistant)brick ; outside shell, steel plate, 
standing on ordinary hollow building tile for ventilation beneath; no 
stacks or flues necessary; and operated off either 110 or 220 volt 
circuit with no transformer necessary. Such a kiln can be set up in 
a building anywhere, is very easy to operate because the element of 
judgment as to heating is largely eliminated. The switches are thrown 
in and the kiln brought to heat checked by cones. The light, refractory 
prick use a .06 cone, I judge about 1800°F. The price on this job 
should not exceed #260 including the electric heating coils. One has 
been in use in New Brunswick for some time and the owner maintains he 
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Mr. P.P.seeee-(2) 


can set them up for $100. I ama little skeptical of this 

estimate. Single firing prices are given at $1.50 where electricity 
costs 24 cents per k.weh. I think it 18 more in Shubenacadie so I 
allowed $2.00 which is probably below the operating costs of either 
wood or oil due to economy of burning. 


As you know the Technical Education Branch has taken the first 
step in our appropriate field - that of training workers. The 
training project has grown from a class of 15 at Mahone Bay in 1937 
to three classes enrolling 50 at Antigonish this summer and we had to 
turn one class away. We are getting resulte with children and adult 
groups in several places in the province. Definitely the market is 
here, - we have indisputable evidence of that. The next step is 
satisfactory, low cost baking equipment. The Provincial Department 
of Industry is interested and will help. 


If your Department can co-operate by going ahead at the Indian 
School I shall be only too glad to work with Father Mackey in his 
attempts to solve the problems incidental to equipment. I feel sure 
we can get technical advice on electrical problems from the Technical 
College staff. The summer months of July and August are the period 
to do this. At this time also I could spend the needed time to 
co-ordinate the efforts of those in a position to bring the project 
through.

Dear Father Mackey: 


On my return from duty on reserves, Mr. Hoey handed me your 
letter of May 17 regarding your pottery project at Shubenacadie, 
and he suggest that I should write you in this connection. 


Your letter is most interesting, and I can well imagine 
some of your difficulties. It is wonderful, however, to have 
such good cluy available, and to have found out already how to 
handle a kiln, Have you considered producing more primitive 
unglazed articles? There is ready sale for such goods, although 
they have to be very carefully packed, and they are used for things 
not required to hold liquids. They would not be suitable for 
pitchers, for instance, but I have seen candle holders, match 
holders, ash trays, etc., simply baked, and sold in the natural 
color---I believe potters call these baked, unglased articles, 
"biscuits". 


As for design---the less ornamentation there is, the better 
the article seems to sell, except that at present there is a vogue 
for "slip-painting" before baking. The potter makes a thin 
paste of clay, which is colored by artificiul means if necessary, 
and “slip-psints" a simple design which may be just irregular 
lines or daubs. If the article is light in color, they use dark- 
colored clay. If it is dark in color, they use 1ight-colored 
olay, and the variations are endless. The simplgr the design 
the better. 


Kjeld and Erica Deichman, of Moss Glen, N.B., are about the 
best potters in Canada. Besides having wonderful artistic sense, 
they are very practical~--und these may be the people Miss Black, 
the N.S. Supervisor, referred to. If you could get Mr. and 
Mrs. Deichman to spend a week or two at your school, I believe 
any expenditure involved would be well worth while. They are 
not mercenary, and are sincerely interested in promoting the 
production of good pottery. Mr. Deichman makes their own 
potter's wheels---he used an old car axle, sewing machine treadle, 
etc. (something as you did), but he is sufficiently experienceé 
to 
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to have been able to get his wheels to run true, and he governs 

the speed by foot-pedal. He makes the larger articles---vases, 
jars, bowls, etc., on the wheel, and his wife is particularly 

skilled in modeling by hand-method, charming little enimal fizures--- 
colts, lambs (and sometimes humans}. She uses «en 014 gramophone 

to provide her with a wheel, These two have experimented and 
found wonderful glazes, and here again, I can recommend no better 
source of information thun Mr. Deichman. 


If you could produce even one or two sm.ll articles in 
quantity, I would love to include them in our catalogue and price- 
list of handicraft merchendise---but our orders come to us re- 
quiring quantities of from one to 12 gross of a line. The only 
times I can sell small lots of goods are when we put on exhibitions, 
and these are out for the duration. Je could certainly use 
ash trays, small bowls to hold matches, candle holders, etc., in 
the unglazed "biscuit"---but we would need to have samples of 
two or three very plain, simple designs of each, and then decide 
on one of each, and definitely try to produce in quantity. It 
would be a wonderful thing to have a pottery centre in the village, 
where your graduates could earn their living after léaving school. 
Certainly there is great opportunity for the sale of pottery, but 
it will require great care in figuring the prices per dozen 
articles to be paid to the workers, and the prices to be charged 
the wholesalers. With our basketry sales we have our list price--- 
and the selling agency is given a discount of 50 per cent to cover 
costs of selling and collecting accounts. In addition, we add 
from 5 to BO per cent to cover transportation costs from reserves, 
packing, cartons, etc.,--so the wholesale price has to be consider- 
ably higher then the price puid to the workers. 


I have always hoped to get back to Shubenacaédie since my one 
short visit there when the echool was barely completed. Now 
that I know of this pottery achievement I am twice as anxious! 

I do hope you will find it possible to engage the Deichmans for 
at least a short period, and that they will be able to iron out 
some of the difficulties you have encountered,

Dear Reverend Sister: 


When Mr. Arneil returned from Shubenacadie he 
had with him the correspondence regarding the Amaco 
Llectric Potter's Wheel, which is available from the 
Denver Fire Clay Company. there uppears to be a little 
difficulty in securing the necessary priority, and as I 
was leaving for Toronto about the time Mr. Arneil re- 
turned to Ottawa, I susgested thet I mizht be able to 
locate a wheel in that city. 


There is one available which is being held for 
us pending receipt of your approval, It is not operated 
by electricity but by a foot pedal, and I used one 
exactly like it in the pottery roo. of the Yomen's Art 
Association of Canada. The only criticism I would mske 
is that the pedal is for the left foot only, and I prefer 
the kind with a pedal straight across the frame so that 
either foot can be used. I think this could easily be 
changed, as the pedal can be lengthened in the manual 
training class. The height of this wheel from the floor 
to the top of the turntable is about four feet. The box 
in which the wheel sits is upproximately two and a half 
feet square and the wheel is very easy to operate. The 
price of this wheel is $76.50 F.0.5. Toronto, and if you 
do not think it will be suitable I think I will order it 
for another Reserve where clay is available for pottery 
purposes. 


I have been very anxious to visit Shubenacadie 
again -- my only visit was at the time the school was 
being opened and of course there were no interesting 
projects such as yours started at that time. I have

I think you should be proud of the pro- 
‘ress you have made in connection with the production of 
pottery and feel that your pupils will eventually be the 
nucleus of a pottery industry on the Reserve. Before 
such au industry is established I hope to be given the 
opportunity of visiting Shubenacedie in order that I may 
take sdvartage of your experience and your suggestions in 
following up the work being done in your school.

Memorandum: 
CHIEF PURCHASING AGH 


During the past few years the pupils in the 
Shubenacadie Indian Residential School have been given 
instruction in pottery making. There is a deposit of 
unusually fine clay on the school property, and the 
school has installed an electric kiln for firing the 
articles produced. Through local sales of these articles 
the Sister in charge of the pottery group informed 
Inspector Arneil that they have sufficient funds to pur- 
chase an electric potter's wheel, but in order to secure 
the one they desire they have been informed by the Denver 
Fire Clay Company that “a priority of AA-3 or better" is 
required. Apparently the Sister did not know how to go 
about securing any priority end when Iuspector Arneil 
visited Shubenacadie she requested our assistance, 


I enclose the letter from the Denver Fire Clay 
Company, together with cuttings from some catalogue which 
Sister Paul of the Cross gave to Inspector Arneil. The 
wheel which they decided upon is the Amaco lectric Potter's 
jneel No.2 <= $198.00 plus tax which I believe brings the 
cost to approximately $250.00. This does not take into 
consideration the fact that payment should be made in 
Anerican funds. 


I will appreoiate it very much (f you could arrange 
to secure the wheel in question -- to be shipped to:

fhe room reported on by Mr. Doucet is not 
exactly a stove room, It is the room opposite Grade 1,anda 
has been used as a workshop and also a place for making 
pottery. 


To make a classroom would require plastering 
@round most of the windows,sanding of the floor,and two 
coats of paint on walls and ceiling. These with other little 
things would cost from $150.00 to $200.00. In addition 
there would be black-board 40-50 feet and twenty movable 
deske-10 small and 10 medium. 


Since the room with the kiln is next to the garage, 
we could have the garage as the shop for the pottery class. 
The garage for the car(If it comes) could be attached to the 
workshop and manual training. 


We do not know what Mr. Doucet has in mind but we 
think a building forty by thirty, outside measurement, giving 
two rooms twenty by thirty would do for manual training 
and workshop. 


We at the school could do a good part of work. With 
the help of two carpenters,a building not furnished on the 
inside should not take longer than forty days to build.If the 
rooms were found to be too cold then something might be done 
to remedy the matter in another year.

I have been asked to make some suggestions 
to you in regard to the care of the health of the pupils 
who will soon come to your new school- 1 am sure that 
you realize the responsibility which you and the Lepart- 
ment are assuming for the welfare of these children who 
will be away from their homes, and wany of whom will 
come from homes where they have not had too good care 
and feeding- 


In the first place you should resolutely 
refuse to receive any pupil who has tuberculosis in any 
form whether of the lungs or joints, or scrofula- The 
lot of such children way not now be happy, and you may 
think they will improve in the school, but tuberculosis 
in any form is contagious, and if you take them in you 
will have reason to regret it. They will give the ai- 
sease to healthy children. 


In the second place you will have to feed 
your pupils better than you would think necessary- The 
healthiest schools are those in which the feeding is a 
best+ 1 suppose you are getting cows- If you can give 
the children pleniy of clean, whole wilk you will be 
going far to keep them healthy- I do not beldéve in 
butter making at schools. The pupils ought to have the 
wilk fat and butter too- A diet high in protein - fish, 
meat, beans, cheese, etc-, seems best for Indians. Give 
them brown bread if possible. Your cows, of course, 
ought to be free from tuberculosis.

Now, as for sick pupils, you must be always 
on the watch for contagious diseases. iivery pupil mst 
be vaccinated on entrance to school, unless there is 
clear evidence that he has been vaccinated within a year 
or twoe Nearly all the Indian children in the Maritime 
Provinces have been recently vaccinated, and should have 
their certificates. You might find it wise to tell as 
many as you can to bring them with them. When any pupil 
has a fever he ought to be in bed, and you should watch 
for rashes, spotty sore throats, and other indications of 
contagious disease. Consult the doctor if you have any 
doubt about the matter. when any pupil develops tuber~- 
culosis he wust be put away from the others. The Depart- 
went will try to provide a piace for him in Sanatorium, 
but in any case he cannot be left in the dormitory- 


The Department has a travelling nurse in Nova 
Scotia, who will call on you from time to time. Nurse 
MacDonald is a good person, and will help youe A supply 
of drugs and dressings is now being ordered for youe I 
have selected them from an official list which you will 
receives You may order more as you require them, but 1 
must ask you to read the instructions on the list care- 
fully, and observe how to go about it. You must also 
keep in mind that tonics and pills can never take the 
place of good food. 


If I were asked to put down in a list the 
most important things which would keep your pupils in 
health, 1 should place them as follows:i- kindness, good 
feeding, good ventilation, vigilance against contagious 
diseases and tuberculosis, and last of all and deast, 
medicines. 


You will have a doctor, who will I am sure, 
confirm all this and advise you in every way- You will 
receive circulars of instruction on which I have marked 
certain paragraphs to which your special attention is 
directed.

Enclosed is Dr. Campbell's report on his ex- 
amination of the children at the Shubenacadie Indian 
Residential School. ‘This report was received at the 
school on May 1st and the Principal phoned the 
sanatorium at Lourdes with a view to having the younger 
patients admitted there. He was not able to make 
immediate arrangements owing to the fact that they can- 
not accommodate additional inmates but they informed 
him that they would make an endeavour to do so this 
week. If not successful in this regard, the Principal 
intends to keep in touch with Dr. Campbell with a view 
to having his advice regarding what other institution 
the children could be placed in. 


Immediately upon receipt of the report, 
arrangements were made to give the treatment recommended 
by Dr. Campbell for those children who were to remain in 


the school and they were isolated from the other pupils. 
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Ottawa, May 13th, 1930. 
Reverend Sir,- 


The Department hes read, with interest, Dr. 
Campbell's report regarding his examination of the children 
at the Shubenacadie Indian Residential School. It is con- 
sidered most important in the interests of the health of the 
others that sanatorium treatment be secured immediately for 
the four pupils whom Dr. Campbell recommends should receive 
same. The Department understands that you have already 
been in communication with the sanatorium at Lourdes and, 
if you have not yet succeeded in having these four children 
placed in that institution, I believe that it might be 
possible to have them placed in the Halifax Tuberculosis 
Hospital. I trust that you will find it possible to place 
these children either in the institution mentioned or, if 
space is not available there, get in touch at once with 
Dr. Campbell and enlist his co-operation in having them 
placed. 


With reference to the two children who are mentally 
deficient, the Department has been informed that you are 
making endeavours to secure accomodation for them in a 
suitable institution. This action is approved and it is 
hoped that you will be successful in having them properly 
cared for.

Reverend Sir: 


I wish to refer to dental work that may be 
necessary for pupils at the Shubenacadic Indian 
Residential School. At a later date, 1 will write 
to you, authorizing the engagement of a dentist who 
will examine all pupils, with a view to taking the 
remedial measures that are really necessary. At 
the present time, however, the Department does not 
wish to have all children examined. ‘Those pupils 
who are suffering because of the condition of their 
teeth may be taken to Dr. G. M. Stultz who, I under- 
stand, is a Halifax dentist who visits Shubenacadie 
every Friday. You may arrange with Dr. Stultz to 
either do the work in the school or he may take the 
children to his temporary office in Shubenacadic, 
whichever is the more convenient. Please explain 
to him that the Department does not pay the usual 
office feces in the case of pupils at Indian residen- 
tial schools. It is expected that very reasonable 
charges will be secured, as there will no doubt be 
considerable work necessary from time to time. ‘he 
Department suggests that only extractions and 
amaleam fillings be done by Dr. Stultz. Other 
treatment cannot be authorized. In the case of 
temporary teeth, extractions only are allowed. ‘The 
fees suggested for Dr. Stultz' consideration are 
$1 for amalgam fillings and 50; for extractions.

Reverend Sir, 


The Department has received your 
letter of June 23th referring to results of examination 
of the pupils by Doctor MacInnis. vith regard to the 
tonsil work I have to suggest that the matter receive 
some further consideration. In the first place 
transportation of the children to and from Halifax will 
not be without difficulty, and in the second place, you 
are taking the patients out of the hands of Doctor 
MacInnis, our local medical officer. You depend upon 
him for the care of ordinary cases of sickness and 
accident, and if he is competent to perform the 
operations himself it appears to the Department that he 
should be given an opportunity to do so. The first 
consideration, of course, is that the work should be 
done by a thoroughly competent man. The removal of 
tonsils from a large number of children is a fairly 
erave responsibility. You, as a resident of the 
district, may be expected to be familiar with the 
qualifications of Doctor MacInnis, and the Department 
will be pleased to receive your opinion on this matter 
and to keep it confidential. In any case the subject 
should be candidly discussed between you and the Doctor 
so that there may be no misunderstanding. 


ihile the Department has an arrangeenent 
with the Victoria General Hospital to care for cases of 
sickness at the rate of 3.00 per day, including the fees 
of the Doctor, it is quite possible that the hospital may 
not be willing to hove a large number of tonsil cases ad- 
mitted under this arrangement. If you decide to advise 
the Department to have the patients sent to Halifax, it would 
be best for you to make a visit to the hospital and see what 
arrangements can be made in case the hospital authorities

If you think Doctor MacInnis can fulfil 
the requirements you might ascertain from him what his total 
fee would be for carr ing out the operations. The Departe 
ment usually obtains a substantial reduction in the case of a 
large number of operations, and it is suggested that the fee 
of .20.00 per pupil should indlude the fees of the Annaesthetist 
and of a surgical nurse who should be retained during the 
proreress of the work. Not more than 8 cases should be done 
on any one daye 


The Department also wishes to be assured 
that the removal of tonsils from so ~any pupils is strictly 
required for the improvement of the health of each child 
concerned, and in this conneotion would appreciate an 
additional examination by Doctor l!acInnis and the Doctor whom 
he calls in to assist hin. 


With regard to the optical work, it would 
be appreciated if you would submit the name of the Oculist 


or Optician whom you wish to employ.

MacDonald and tues_Beaake « It is very satisfactory that 
you have been able to find accommodation for these children, 
and it will not be necessary for you to take further trouble 
with them as they are no longer school pupils. 


It may possibly be advisable to restate the 
Department's views in regard to these tuberculous children. 
It is the policy of the Department to keep your school 
tuberculosis free, and in pursuance of that policy the 
essential feature is to prevent the entrance to the school of 
tuberculous children, and to remove fromthe school as soon 
as possible any who are found to have developed the disease. 
The disposition of the sick children is not the first 
consideration. If no other means can be found to care for 
them, they must be sent back to their reserves even though 
this course seems hard on them. In such @ case they are no 
worse off than if they had not come to the school. 


The Department is assured that you understand 
this point of view which has a bearing on the other 
tuberculous children whose removal you have not yet reported.

In reply to your letter of July 21st 
referring to the operations for removal of tonsils of 
pupils at your school, I have to advise you that the 
Department has decided to provide a sum of (300.00 for 
the payment of the surreon who will be called in to do 
the work. Doctor MacInnis may charge a fee of (5.00 
for each anaesthetic riven, and in addition, the Departe 
ment will pay for the services of a surgical nurse for a 
period not exceedins 6 days. It will be possible for 
you and Doctor MacInnis to co-operate in finding a 
surreon at Halifax or Truro who can come to the school 
for this work. It is recommended that the pupils be 
divided into three ¢roups of 10, and that the operations 
on each group be separated for a sufficient time to allow 
the preceeding croup to recover beyond the point of 
danger, which will probably require about two days.

There should 
not be any hardship either for you or the children in this 
connection, and there does not seem to be any reason why 
he should have to come to the school for this purpose. 
He says thet he paid Mrs. Yeadon, a nurse, $16.00 for 
her services. If you will take a receipt from Dr. McInnis 
for this payment the Department will send him a cheque in 
your care. Lindly send this receipt to the Department at 
your earliest convenience.

Sir, 


In reply to your letter of October 6th referring 
to payments mde to you for professional services rendered 
to the pupils of the Shubenacadie Residential School in 
the month of August, I have to advise you that the Depart- 
ment has no intention of re-considering its decision. 


With regard to the fees for anaesthetics given by 
you, you were paid precisely what the Department offered and 
what you presumably undertook the work for. The fee of 
$5.00 for an anaesthetic for tonsil operation is that paid 
by the Department everywhere in Canada ami accepted without 
complaint. It might well appear that a Doctor is not 
ill paid in earning $155.00 for three days work, which can 
by no means be considered of a special nature and which wes 
carried out within a very short distance of his office. 


With regard to the fee for vaccination it is noted 
that you were paid for a visit to the school on August 12th 
em for vaccination of twenty-one pupils on the same day. 
There is no reason why you should have to visit the school 
for vaccinating pupils and the Principal is being advised 
of this fact. 


With regard to the payment made to Mrs. Yeadon, I 
may say that the Department neither instructed nor authorized 
you to engage any nurse. If you will hand the receipt to 
the Principal you will be re-imbursed. 


I may say further that the Department regards this 
matter as closed. You will find enclosed a cheque for 
$215.00, in payment of your accounts for the monthe of 
August and September.

The report from the School stated that she had 
gonorrhoea, but the hospital account gives 4 
diagnosis of syphilis. It would be appreciated 
if the doctor in charge of her case would give 
this Department a professional report on her 
present condition, and indicate whether she might 
safely be returned to school for completion of 
treatment. 


If she has both diseases she should not 
be discharged from the Hospital until the 
gonorrhoea is cured and, in any case, she should 
not be discharged in an infectious condition. 
Facilities are available at the School for the 
treatment of syphilis, if the patient is not a 


menace to the other pupils.

Dear Father Mackey, 


I note from your latest Nurse's 
report that you have had chickenpox at the school. 
Now chickenpox is a relatively harmless disease, but 
one of the worst epidemics of smallpox in recent years 
gained headway because it was diagnosed as chickenpox, 
and the people in charge did not support themselves 
by getting the opinion of another Doctor. Since 
that time I have been nervous about chickenpox. 
This is one of the reasons why the Department irs tructs 
those in cherge of Indians to report epidemics of any 
kind by telegram within twelve hours. I do not 
suppose you could have an epidemic of smallpox, as your 
children are thoroughly vaccimted, but I want to take 
this opportunity of drawing to your attention the im- 
portance of reporting any kind of communicable disease. 
Circular 93-1 is worthy of careful study by everyone. 


I think you are to be congratulated 
on the good heslth at your school. It often happens 
that a new school has a run of bad health for the first 
year or two but you seem to have escaped. Let us 
hope that you will continue to be fortunate.

special report has been secured by telegram from the 
everend Principal, and the only work done during that 
week was dental service carried out by a boctor Dimmock, 
of /indsor. 


In the month of September, Doctor ‘cI: nes, 
the authorized ''edic:1 Attendant at the ‘chool, held a 
clinic at which the tonsils of 31 pupils were removed. 
This was done under instructions issued to the Principal 
in July. The work was delayed until the pupils re- 
assembled softer the summer vacation. Doctor lMeInnes 
required the assistayce of a surgeon, and called in 
Doctor Reid, of ‘ruro. The Depart .ent gave him no 
instructions as to who shonld be engaged. Doctor Reid 
is not a regular employee. 


Doctor MeInnes is employed on the Account 
System to attend the pupils of the School, and on salary 
as follows:

(Walifax and Mants Counties) $ 200.00 per 
annum

The Depart ent is informed that Doctor 
MeInnes is the only Doctor at ~hubenacadie, or near enough 
to give setisfactory attendaice to the chool. lis 
professional capacity has never been questioned, but he is 
a difficult man to cet along with from a business stand- 
point, and his position as the only available medical man 
seems to make him very independent. At different times 
he has stated that he would not continue to attend the 
Indians at Ulmsdale and ellington unless he were paid 
more salary. Any inerease over the 200 now paid for 
this work would bring the position under the Civil Service 
Commission. here are Doctors at ledford, at about the 
sar distance from Ulmsdale and \ellington as VLoctor \'cInnes 
is. One of them is an clderly man, but the Department 
understands that the other, Doctor Cranville, might be 
willing ‘o take over this work at the salary now paid 
Doetor !icInnes. 


'he work done at the ‘chool in September 
cost as follows:
